„Charles Williams' orchard, lying at 
the head of Suisun Valley, about eight 
miles from Suisun, makes a splendid 
showing of the profit to be derived from 
an orchard located where there is the 
righ: kind of soil and is properly culti- 
vated. In all there are twenty-seven 
acres, of which seven and one-half 
acres arein vines. In the season of 
1890 the vines yielded $672. The gross 
sales of three and one-half acres of 
peaches, one-third of the trees of 
which did not bear that year, were 
$1400. There isone acre of almonds 
(Drake’s seedling) which produced 1850 
pounds, and from two and one-half 
acres of almonds (i XL) he gathered 667 
pounds, all of which sold at an aver- 
age price of 15 cents per pound, or a 
total of $377.55.

I have reached the 
point of perfect independence pecuniarily. 
My health is prebably ruined and I want to 
anticipate possibilities, You and your 
children get everything.

I would like 
him to go to Harvard, I would like to have 
him a lawyet; don’t bring him up a preju- 
dicea Southerner, but teach honor, make it 
dearer than life, and he must, with the 
blood in his veins, be a men. Write me. 
As soon as I possibly can I will be in Sa- 
vannab. BROTHER. 

The proponents contended that said in- 
strument was valid as an olographic will, 
but contestants urged: First, that it was 
not dated; second, that it was not signed 
by deceased, and, third, that it was not 
testumentary in its char .cter. 

Judge Clark, in a written opinion handed 
down yesterday, holds that the date on the 
letter was sufficient, but, on the second and 
third points, though not free from doubt, he 
was inclined to agree witli contestants. 

Judge Clark’s opinion closes as follows. 


“A will, in a legal sense, is a solemn dispo- 


sition of one’s property to take effect upon 
death, and while it is true, as said in Clark 
vs. Ransom (52 Cal., 595,) that the courte 
have gone to extreme lengths in construing 
almost any form of instrument to be a wi'l, 
and have allowed the animus testande to 
be established by parol evidence of sur- 
rounding circumstances, when it does not 
appear from the instrument itself, yet I am 
of the opinion that the paper here offered, 
viewed in the light of the circumscances 
surrounding its execution, the life of de- 
ceased, the fact that he was a lawyer, was 
not intended by him to operate as a will. 
That it indicated the disposition that he 
intended making of his property is not 
sufficient. It was not itself a disposition 
or intended as such. It follows that the 
petition must be denied.

THE SALTON LAKE, 


The Place Where the Water 
Enters Discovered. 


NO INCREASE, IN THE VOLUME 


It Comes from the Caresso Creek, 
Twenty-five Miles from Salton 
Return of the Indian 
Runner. 


But little interest is felt in the “desert 
lake” at Saiton by the railroad officials since 
the personal investigation by Superintend- 
ent Hewitt has convinced them that there 
is no danger to the main track. Only one 
dispatch was received at the railroad offices 
here during yesterday from Agent Dur- 
brow, to the effewt that the highest water 
had been reached Thursday night, and that 
an Indian runner had been sent out to make 


another investigation, to discover, if possi- . 


ble, where the water was entering the sink. 
Last night at 8 o’clock a second dispatch 
was received from Mr. Durbrow, at Salton, 
as follows: 
“The Indian I sent out from Volcano 
Springs has returned and his statement 
settles the question of the water comin 
from the New River country, The water 
coming into the sink at Saiton through the 


Carresso Creek. I made a diagram of his 


trip as he told his stery, then compared it 
with the map and found him truthful in 
every detail. The course of the water can 
be traced by land from Fig Springs. The 
water empties into the Salton sink twenty- 
five miles south of Salton. The water is 
rising slowly but is moving to the west 
fast, G. W. Dunn now.“ 
CONDITION OF AFFAIRS AT SALTON, 
SALTON, July 3.—)|Special.} When | left 
Los Angeles yesterday the weather was 
sultry enough to prepare me for this de- 
lectable hole. Indeed it was hot every- 
where along the road, excepting at Ban- 
ning, where a delightful breeze was 
biowing, and at 12:40 a.m., when I reached 
nete, the thermometer registered 90° Fahren- 
heit, | 
On the train I met an elderly Indian of 
the Cahuilla tribe, who told me that he was 
going as fast as he could to Martinez, an 
Indian village near Walters station, to 
hunt up some of his people who had be- 
come scared by the news of the flood and 
had fled into the mountains. The Indian 
said that if they remained there they would 
surely torve as there is nothing eatable to 
be found in the hills. He believed that if 
he could induce them to come along he 
might secure work for them at San Bernar- 
dino or El Monte. I asked him if he had 
no traditions respecting other floods at 
Salton, but he had never heard of a similar 
occurrence. He didn’t even have a theory 
as to where the Water came from and asked 
me whence it came. When 1 said that it 
flowed through a break from the Rio Colo- 
rado he remarked that it was possible, but 
who could tell? The old fellow hardl 
seemed reassured himseif, and he got o 
at Walters station on the hunt for his 


“parients” in anything but a happy frame 
of mind. 

It blew the regulation hurricane at Seven 
Paims, and we had a hot breeze all the way 
to Salton. 

When the train arrived, it was as previ- 
ously stated, 12:40 a.m. AS we came to a 
halt I was surprised at seeing some one flit- 


““tisg around arrayed in an elaborate cos- 


tume, consisting of a night shirt and a pair 
of boots. A opined that it was the ghost of 
the Salt Works, but the conductor reas- 
sured me by informing methat it was 
merely the station agent in Salton in full- 


dress. 

Whether heat or salt bas caused this offi- 
cial to be surly, I did not inquire into, but 
he ignored completely the kind conductor, 
when he tied to introduce me and a 
brother quill. There was such an air of 
please-don’t-botber about the man when he 

refused to send our press dispatches on the 
piea that he had already been at work for 
fourteen hours, that we did not insist, 
Nay, we could not, for he brusquely shut 
his door in our faces and left us, no: in the 
cold, but with 90° Fahrenheit in the middie 
of the desert. 

Now, as Salton has no hotel, we were in 
u very fine fix. It was pretty dark but we 
found resting places. y companion 
skipped to a flat car which was so covered 


witli melted salt from top to bottom that it 
looked like a piece of ice, and the idea must 


have cooled him, for he went to sleep, 
while I. op the rough depot platform 
turned and tossed until daylight. 

I was surprised in the 1 to see how 
large the new lake really is. Its extreme 
eastern point is a few miles beyond the 
Station, but it is impussible to see its south- 
ern end. ‘lhe water covers all the land to 
tue foot of the mountains in the west, a 
distance of fully ten miles and has now 
reached the warehouses of the salt works on 
the north shore. One building is entirely 
environed by the briny fluid. While stand- 


lug at the end of the éwitch I noticed a cur- 


rent in the water setting in for shore and 1 
soon saw how strong it was when, having 
overcome some obstacle, it commenced pour- 
ing very fast into an inclosure which had 
contained salt, but which was now nearly 
empty. The water encroaches gradually, 
but surely toward the main track of the 
Southern Pacific Company, but at the rate 
it is now rising it would take considerable 
time to reach it, as it now is fully two-thirds 
of a mile away. 

Two and one.third miles of the switch are 
a ed at the present writing and more 
of itisbound to go. It is claimed that 
most rises are due to adverse winds, but my 
belief is that the volume of water is steadily 
increasing. 

Mr. Durbrow, of the salt works, is of the 
Opinion that the highest water so far was 
reached last night, when it was two feet 
four inches high. ‘The whole area of Dry 
Lake is not filled, but itis unknown what 
area in the south beyond Dry Lake is sub- 

. merged, All other theories, except that of 
the waters of the Colorado causing the flood 
by entering the New Kiver, have been aban- 
doned, butitis beliéved that the water 
must have sunk into the sand until it 
reached bed rock, and after traveling a con- 


_ Siderable distance under the sand, came 


back to the surface and thus inundated the 
region near Salton, 

An Indian was sent this morning by Dur- 
brow on thé east-bound overland train to 
Volcano Springs. Thence he will walk to 
Sand Hills, the place where the water is 


supposed to come from. His mission is to 


discover whether the water there flows on 
the surface or comes out of the ground. The 
boat which was sent out from San Pedro for 
un voyage of exploration on the new lake 
bas been found to be practically useless, as 
she is much too heavy. She lies moored 
near the submerged switch. A light skiff 
would be more useful. Ifthe Indian, who 
is expected back tomorrow afternoon, fails 
in his undertaking, Mr. Durbrow will pros 
cure a skiff and the stream which supplies 
the lake will be hunted up by water. The 
reported break in the Colorado is 232 feet 
highef than Salton and about ninety miles 
distant. Otherwise there is nothing new, 
‘and it would be useless to rehash what has 
already been said in IHR Times. The heat, 
according to the inhabitants, is very beara- 
ble today. It was only 116° in the shade at

Lires,—I have just been advised that 
the Indian . who had been sent out 
by Mr. Durbrow, returned on the west- 
bound overland from Volcano Springs this 
afternoon.

SAFE-CRACKERS, 


A-DARING “JOB” EARLY VESTER- 


Los Angeles Soda Works Safe Blown 
Open, $500 Stolen and the 
Building Almost Wrecked 
Three Arrests. 


The safe in the office of the Los Angele: 
Soda Works, at No. 509 Commercial street, 
was blown open early yesterda mor ing 
by burgiars, about $500 in money stolen, 
and the building, a one-story frame struc- 
ture, partially wrecked. | 

About 3:30 o’clock a terrific explosion 
awakened people livingin the vicinity of 
the works, So great was the shock that 
these nearest the building thought it was 
an earthquake. Mr. Stoll, ode of the pro- 
prietors, who occupies the adjoining bulld- 
ing, and whose room faces the office, was 
partially stunned, but quickly recovered, 
and started out to investigate. S. Maler. 
the butcher, who lives a few houses distant, 
was also awakened, and without waiting to 
dress, stepped out onto the side-walk, when 
he saw three men coming toward him. He 
called to them to stop but no attention was 
paid to him. and the men passed on out of 
sight. Several others aiso saw the mien, 
but no effert was made to stop them. 

Officer Vignes, whose beat is on Vignes 
street, heard the explosion, and rushed to 
the spot, arriving a few minutes after the 
men had disappeared. The building, as 
above stated, was partially wrecked. The 
safe stood in the northwest. corner of the 
room on a raised platform against the west 
wall. The safe had deen blown clear 
through the-wall, and the doors were blown 
forward fully six feet, wrecking the front 
partition of the office. Every window in 
the building was shattered anda number of 
— bottles piled against the wall were re- 

uced to atoms. 

An examination showed that a hole had 
been drilled through both the outer and 
inner doors of the safe, through wuich a 
large charge of powder had been inserted. 
The burglars were either amateurs or made 
a mistake in their calculations, for they not 
only blew open the safe, but came very near 
killing themselves. 

Word was at once.sent to police headquar- 
ters, and a search was commenced for the 
burgiars. The money drawer was fonnd in 
an alley, where it had been dropped, but no 
trace could be found of thethieves. Several 
persons saw the men as they walked away, 
but they were so frightened that they could 
not tell how they looked, or afford any as- 
sistance in identifying them. 

In addition to the police detectives, 
Sheriff Gibson detailed one or two men 
from bis office on the case, and up to noon 
three arrests had been made, but so far 
only one of the men has been identified. 
This man, who is locked up at the city pri- 
son, was hanging about the works Thursday 
afternoon, He pretended to be very drunk, 
but it was noticed that he watehed matters 
quite closely when the cash was being put 
in the safe, preparatory to closing up, and 
itis delleved that he knows something 
about the mattér, even if he was not one of 
the robbers. 

The police are of the opinion that the 
work was that of amateurs, as itis identical 
with the attempt to blow open the safe of 
the Santa Fe office, on First street, some 
months ago. Some of the tools wete left 
behind, and these are in the possession of 
the police. The brace looks as if it was 
taken from some carpenter’s chest. There 
was no trouble about effecting an entrance 
into the building, as the rear door was not 
locked, and there were no obstacles in the 


way. 

Another theory is that the work was that 
of professionals, and that they merely made 
a mistake in their caiculations. There was 
a report two or three weeks ago that 
Jimmy Hope, the veteran safe-robber, was 
in the city, and. it was claimed that he h d 
been recognized on the street. If he was 
here he was very quiet in his movements, 
and kept under cover, only being seen once 
on Spring street, and then the man sup: 
posed to be Hope gave the officers the slip, 
and his stopping place was not located. 

At uny rate, the authorities will make 
every effort to capture the burglars, and, 
though there is but little on which to work, 
they think they will succeed in running 
them down. ’

THE DOT ON THE .. 


Character Reading from the Insignificant | 
Mark Over a Small Letter. 

“Do you put the dot high above the 
letter i? Do you put it close to the let- 
ter? Do you send it flying before? Is it 
fat, round, irregular? These are the 
questions which a master in the art 
of deciphering character from hand- 
writing asks. In each case your pe- 
culiarity is the outward and visible sign 
of some idiosyncrasy. Look at the dots 
of your i; try to make them different 
smaller, larger, rounder, more oblong— 
you cannot doit. The dot above thei 
only changes with your character. 

If you often forget to dot your 1, you 
will also forget other things which seem 
unimportant to you, but which for the 
comfort of everyday life are as necessary 
as the dot is to the i. If ydu have often 
to look in vain for the dot, you will also 
look often in vain for other things, because 
you have not put them in their proper 
place. For instance, you put the fifth 
knitting needle into your book becanse 
you were suddenly called away, and no 
better bookmark was at hand.

If the dot flies high above and far 
away from the letter to which it belongs 
your hopes, thoughts, wishes and aspi- 
rations are apt to fly about in far off re- 
gions, and instead of making practical 
use of the present day you dream of the 
ideals of the future. If this “high 
flown” dot is of an oblong shape, and if, 
in conjunction with it, the loops of your 
l, h, g, f, etc., are loose and long, then 
goodby symmetry and calm, for you 
have very little self control.

Magnets in Window €asings. 
There is a decided novelty about the 
idea of applying magnets to windows to 
prevent the rattling of the sashes, but 
this can now be done simply and effect- 
ively. A bar magnet whose two poles 
project toward the face of the sash is 
inserted lengthwise in either side of the 
window. Fixed rigidly in the window 
frames are rods of iron, and the attrac- 
tion between the magnets and the iron 
rods prevents the play which is usually 
the cause of rattling. The uence 
is that the sash need no longer be made 
to fit so closely that dampness will cause 
it to swell and become difficult to open. 
The power exerted between the magnets 
and side rods is just enough to effect the 
desired object, wnile not enough to in- 
terfere with the easy raising or lowering 
of the windows.—New York Recorder.

A DANGEROUS LAW. 


It will probably take California many 
years to learn the full extent of the 
evils which were done by the late Leg- 
islature. Foolish as well as wicked 
laws were passed, from the effects of 
which many innocent persons will 
long suffer. 3 

Among laws which come under the 
former catagory isone amending a 
section of the Political Code regarding 
community property, which has been a 
source or great apxiety and annoyance 
to bankers, capitalists and real estate 
dealers of the State. So dangerous is 
this law considered that the San 
Francisco banks have appointed a 
committee to bring the law before the 
Supreme Courts of the State, and ask 
for its construction. The old law 
‘reads:

Grain of san Jacinto. 

A careful estimate of the area in 
grain in the San Jacinto Valley, says 
the San Bernardino Courier, by per- 
sons competent to judge. places the 
figures at 100,000 acres. A large por- 
tion of this area is in wheat, but the 
bulk of the grain crop is barley. The 
crop is mostly a great one, but in some 
places the yiela will be light. Much 
of the grain will yield from fifteen to 
twenty sacks to the acre, while a safe 
average will put the yield at twelve 
sacks, or perhaps more. As the barley 
and wheat markets are very good this 
season, it will be seen that with a 
total of 1,320,000 sacks will give the 
valley an income from grain alone 
amounting to over $1,500,000 This 
crop will require 6600 cars to take it out 
of the valley. The crop is being bar- 
vested principally by large combined. 
harvesters aud threshers that will cut 
forty acres per day. Some ot these 
machines are drawn by thirty-two 
mules, and others ‘drawn by trac- 
tion engines. The cost of cutting and 
threshing the grain. by this process is 
but $2 per acre, or a total cost of $220,- 


000 for threshing the grain crop of the 
valley. 


Mexican Orange Exports.

The statistics of the orange trade of

Late Charges. 


Knights of Labor Aceused of Filching 
a Document. 


Bank Examiner Drew No Longer in 
the Public Service. 


His Record in the Keystone Bank 
Affair Ends in His Dismissal or 
Resignation—Washing- 
ton Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 3.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Secretary, of the 
Treasury received 4 letter this morn- 
ing from General Master Workman 
Powderly of the Knights of Labor, re- 


viewing the case of the discharged 


plate-printers in about the same tone 
as his statement to the public, and in 
addition intimating that the Knights 
of Labor will appeal the case to the 
President. 
THE JORDAN LETTER. 

Secretary Foster in speaking on the 
subject today said that the letter 
which Jordan, one of the discharged 
men claims to have received from him 
offering him his old position in the 
bureau, was not sent by him. The 
Secretary explained that he was dis- 
cussing the case with Messrs. Cavan- 
agh and Devlin and had submitted 
several propositions to them which did 
not seem altogether satisfactory. He 
said he was willing to appoint the 
seven men to places in the bureau 
with the understanding that Jordan, 
whois makinga good living, would 
not return to work. 

“They wanted more than this.“ con- 


tinued the Secretary, and said that 
they were afraid if Jordan were 1 


offered a place with this understand- 
ing and it sbould get to the ears of 
Meredith, he would crow over them 
and boast that they had been defeated. 
I went so far as to draft a letter to 
Jordan. There had been several pa- 
pers written during the conference in 
about these terms: Places were to be 
fonnd for the other six men and would 
he accept a position inthe bureau? I 
agreed to give them this letter to be 
given to Jordan if they should promise 
on their honor as men that they would 
either return it or hand me Jordan’s 
declination. This was to soothe Jor- 
dan’s feelings, as it were. All this 
was contingent upon our reaching an 
agreement. When I showed Devlin 
and Cavanagh this letter they declined 
my terms and I shoved the letter to 
one side with the rest of the rejected 
manuscript. 
THE “GOMPERS FEDERATION.” 
»We were discussifig the situation 
further and endeavoring to find an- 
other solution when I received a card 
of a delegation representing the Fed- 
eration of Labor. Leaving Devlin 
and Cavanagh for a few miuutes, I 
went over to talk to the newcomers 
who told me some facts I did not 
know before. For justance, they in- 


formed me that there are now about 


fifteen appreutices in tho bureau 
working for presses, who, under the 
rules, are entitled to presses abead of 
the chance men. This would so re- 
duce the available new work that men 
who are now on the chance roll would 
not get presses in the new building. 
Thus to put on the seven dismissed 
men would throw out printers who are 
ahead of them. After further talk on 
the subject I returned to Devlin and 
Cavanagh and soon afterward the 
conference broke up. My le ter to 
Jordan, though signed, was but a draft 
and was not intended to be sent. If 
he received it, the delegates from the 
Knights of Labor must have taken it 
from the desk. It had prev.ously 
been rejected by them. I do not ac- 
cuse them of stealing the letter, but 
I do say thatthe letter should never 
have gone to Jordan. It was null and 
void. When Jreturned to my desk 1 
said **good-bye’”’ and swept the papers 
into the drawer, but did not notice 
that this letter was gone. I have rea- 
son to think they took the note sent 
in to me by the delegates of the Federa- 
tion from which Mr. Powderley gets 
the information about the Gompers

the card by my private secretary in

mind. 


UNDER CONSULAR SEALS. 


Some New Rules for Imports from 
Contiguous Territory. 
WASHINGTON, July 3.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] The Secretary of the 


Treasury has issued a circular amend- 
ing existing regulations in, regard to 
importations under consular seal so as 
to require officers of the United States 
authorized to actin the premises in for- 
eign contiguous territory to make care- 
ful comparison of the contents of cars 
with the manifest and to close 
and seal the openings of cars. 
On arrival at any frontier port 
of cars thus secured with the con- 
sular seals, entry in triplicate is to be 
required of the contents of such cars, 
showing marks, number of packages. 
contents, quantity, value, consiguor 
and consignee. Such entry may be 
made by an agent of the railway com- 
pany and need not be verified by oath. 
The basis of entry will be the manifest 


accompanying the car, and it will not 


be necessary to unload the merchan- 
dise unless the manifest is regarded by 
the collector as too indefinite for the 
purpose of making entry, or be bas 
other valid reasons for inspection otf 
the contents of the car. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding said 
the object of the amendment is solely 
for protection. Revenue collectors are 
enjoined to take all proper measures 
to prevent unnecessary detention of 
cars, If, on examination, the consular 
seals are found to be intact and entry 
made as ‘required, the car will be fur- 
ther secured by customs locks and for- 
warded to its destination by duly 
bonded route. If the consular seals 
have been removed or tampered with 
before arrival at the frontier, the car 
will be detained and entry will be re- 
quired, as in the case of ordinary im- 


portations.

There was some misgiving on the 
part of the public as to the capability 
of the Pasadena Conservatory of Music 
to handle the Bohemian Girl, prior to 
the presentation of this opera on 
Thursday evening.

‘tions of the majority of those pres- 
ent, but it is an open question whether 
the company does not appear to better 
advantage in less pretentious produc- 
tions, where the comic element pre- 
valls and the requirements call for less 
in matter of voice and gesture. 

The difficulties attending the proper 
rendition of an opera like the Bohe- 
mian Girl are appreciated by fow. 
Professional companies require months 
of preparation, embracing the hardest 
kind of work and with nothing else to 
claim their attention. Considering 
then that under Prof. Kyle’s direction 
the opera was given bere by & company 
of liccal amateurs after not many 
weeks’ practice, the success achieved 
was remarkable and adds another * 
Testimonlal to Mr. Kyle’s efficiency in 
this direction. 

Four of the soloists proved them- 
selves eminently capable in their re- 
spective roles. O. Stewart Taylor as 
Count Arnbeim“ was at his best. His 
splendid baritone voice was well 
udapted to the part, his stage presence 
was commanding and his acting was a 
revelation. The solo “The Heart 
Bowed Down’’ was particularly well 
sung and called forth an encore. 
Mr. Kyle’s ability as an actor and 
singer are so generally recognized that

Forrest, in person, 
dashed into the town, leading his escort 
and a couple of hundred raw recruits, and 
Fry soon surrendered, unconditionally. 
When he gave up his sword to Forrest 
he did it sadly, remarking. that it 
had been in the family for forty years. 

Take back 
your sword, colonel, as it is a family relic;

The captures at Trenton were estimated 
at $500,000 valuation. The raiders all came 
together, and the property was parceled 
out as needed or loaded into wagons and 
added to the train. Horses, mules, wagons, 
caissons, 20,000 rounds of artillery ammu- 
nition, 400,000 rounds of small arm ammu- 
nition and 100,000 rations, together with 
large quantities of equipments, clothing 
and soldiers’ were among the 
spoils. The shotguns and flintlocks of 
Forrest's men wereexchanged for improved 
Weapons; ammunition. and equipments 
were abundant; forage and rations made 
glad the soldiers and their horses, and re- 
cruiting had gone on apate, so that For- 
rest in one weck had fared well at the ex- 
pense of the enemy. prisoners taken 
thus far numbered about 1,300, and For- 
rest paroled the Tennesseeans and sent 
them home. The others, numbering several 
hundred, were sent on ahead under escort 
to serve a further purpose. Simultaneous 
with Trenton the neighboring town of 
Humbolt fell, with more prisoners. After 
burning all war matorial that he could not 
carry along northward, Forrest started for 
Union City, picking up Rutherford Sta- 
tion and Kenton Station on the way. 

The general alarm had called a small 
Union force to Union City and a staff cap- 
tain to organize defense.

The gun caps had been spoiled by wetting 
at the river, but fortunately a citizen 
agent, whom Forrest had sent into the 
union lines to get a supply, reached camp 
that night with 50,000 of the needful arti- 
cles, and early on the morning of the 17th 
the raiders moved toward Lexington. 

Asa matter of course Forrest’s move. 
ment had not been concealed from the 
“Union eyes. Less than fifty miles west of 
the Tennessee, where he crossed, was the 
town of Jackson, where the Mobile and 
Ohio railway from Columbus, Ky., united 
with the Mississippi Central, which ran to 
Jackson, Miss., and along which Grant was 
moving with the land column threatening 
Vicksburg. Jackson, Tenn., was the head- 
quarters of a military district commanded 
by Gen. J. C. Sullivan, and the outlying 
points east, north and south were gar- 
risoned by small bodies of infantry with 
cavalry outposts. Lexington, just east of 
Jackson, was a cavalry post. The news of 
Forrest’s crossing of the Tennessee reached 
the Union camps on the 15th, and immedi- 
ately the telegraph was set to work all 
along the line between Columbus, Ky., 
and Grant’s headquarters at Oxford, Miss., 
to order troops to the threatened points. 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, Sullivan’s chief 
of cavalry, immediately started to meet 
Forrest with 200 of his own regiment, the 
Eleventh Illinois, about 300 of the Second 
West Tennessee, and 300 of the Fifth Ohio. 
Forrest was encountered outside of Lexing- 
ton, and the first dash of the raiders scat- 
tered the Second West Tennessee, and in a 
short time Ingersoll and over a h 
men were made prisoners. 

Two cannon and seventy horses “badly 
needed and immediately put into service“ 
were among Forrest's prizes. This fight 
occurred early on the 18th, and news of the 
result traveled rapidly in the Union camps.

Sort Peaches for Drying. 

C. J. Berry in the Tulure Times, 
speaking of farmers drying their own 
peaches, says: It is positively neces- 
sary to reusipe fruit—not soft, mushy 
truit, but just ripe—in order to make u 
good article of ‘dried.’ So many ot 
our peaches are of such mammoth 
sizes that itis necessary to grade them. 
If a peach weighing sixteen or eighteen 
ounces is pitted and laid alongside of 
peaches that weigh ten or twelve 
ounces, the smaller fruit will be ready 
for the sweat box some time before the 
larger, but, not being graded, must re- 
main exposed to the. sun until the 
larger is ready; thus drying up—in 
tact, completely spoiling the smaller 
fruit for market unless at a nominal 
price—whilé by grading them at the 
start this important matter can be

He also telegraphed to his 
subordinate generals at Corinth, Miss., and 
at Fort Henry, Tenn., to send out forces to 
cope with Forrest in co-operation with Sul- 
livan, who was ordered to attack at once 
and did not wait. Forrest meanwhile 
pushed on to within four miles of Jackson, 


of the place, and also the Mi. i Cen- 
tral southwest toward Bolivar, 2 work 
was thoroughly done, and on the morning 
of the 19th Gen. Sutlivan discovered that 
the roads were brokeu all about him and 
the enemy at the gates. He had sent for

But Forrest was too wily-to beat his 
brains out against a fortified ‘place, with 
defenders alert and numbering thousands. 
He spread out a line of mep, strong in 
Spots east, north and soucu Of the town, 
drove in the Union outposts! by snitable 
demonstrations, and even caused the 
drums he had captured to be peaten at in- 
tervais with infuntry calls to suggest an 
elaborate force at hand. The bare was so 
complete that the danger to Jackson be- 
came the question of the hour all along the 
Union line; the infantry and

The next point north onithe railroad 
was Trenton, where several hundred troops 
were regularly stationed. In'response to

sat down quictly to take account of stock, 
as it were. As he stated in a dispatch to 
Bragg, he had made a clean sweep of Fed- 
erals north of Jackson and west of the 
Tennessec river. He had killed and wound- 
ed 109 of the enemy; had captured 1,200, in- 
cluding 4 colonels, 4 majors, 10 captains 


and 23 lieutenants. His own loss was 8 


killed, 12 wounded and 2 missing. He was 
at the end of his northward journey. 

After destroying four miles of trestle 
work and the bridges on the Obion river 
Forrest started to return to middle Ten- 
nessee. Meanwhile his almost unopposed 
progress northward had spread confusion 
among his enemies from Washington all 
along the southern border to Grant’s head- 
quarters in Mississippi. To complicate 
matters in the Union lines still further Gen. 
Earl Van Dorn had dashed into Holly 
Springs, Miss., where Grant's immediate 
supplies were stored, and burned up every- 
thing. This occurred on the 20th. On the 
23d Grant sent word to the commander of 
the expedition going down the Mississippi 
by water that he (Grant) would be obliged 
to abandon the overland route on account 
of the raids in his rear and had fallen back 
from Oxford. It was supposed at first that 
Van Dorn moved north from Holly Springs 
to join Forrest, and it was also supposed 
that Forrest had with him all the cavalry 
of Bragg’s army, which he formerly com- 
manded, instead of merely a brigade, with 
the addition of a battalion under Col. Na- 
pier that joined at Trenton on the 20th. It 
was believed at army headquarters and in 
Washington that Forrest would push north 
to Columbus, Ky., and perhaps recapture 
Island No. 10. Telezrams buzzed over the 
wires in all directions. The petty com- 
manders inWest Tennessee were bothered 
with contradictory orders, being told to go 
north to catch Forrest, east to head him cff 
from recrossing the Tennessee, and south 
to confront Van Dorn. Out ofall the ac- 
tivity there was evolved a movement ofa 
force under Gen. Sullivan northward from 
Jackson to Trenton and then eastwaid to 
Huntington. This brought it south of For- 
rest, and between him and any practicable 
point of recrossing the Tennessee river. 

Forrest’s scouts kept him well informed 
of all that menaced him, and on the 26th 
the raiders made a forced march from 
Union City in the direction of Huntington. 
Being warned of what awaited him there, 
and not at all anxious for prospective glory 
with the alternative of a whipping, Forrest 
prepared to slip through between Hunting- 

ton and Trenton. The Obion river lay 
across his path with all the bridges gone, 
_ excepting one that the enemy had deemed 
‘impassable and had not destroyed. This 
the raiders strengthened by spiles, and For- 
rest, in order to give confidence to his dis 


heartened men, drove the first team across. 
On the Soth the raiders encamped nine 


miles from Lexington. Inthe morning For. 
rest’s advance wus met at the junction of 
the Huntington road by the brigade of Col. 
C. L. Dunham, the advauce of Gen. Sulli 
van’s force, moving from Huntiugtou 
southward to intercept him. The battle cf 
Parker’s Cross Roads followed, and For 
rest got the worst of it. He lost his am 
munition train, but saved everything else, 
and learning that another force was pursu- 
ing him from ‘Trenton he pushed rapidiy 
toward Clifton, and on the morning of Jan. 
8 was back in middle Tennessee.
